BINS HERE TO BE 


FINISHED SOON 


Construction of 20 huge steel grain 
storage bins, 
each holding 3,300 
bushels, is expected to be completed 
Thursday, Martin T. Walter, chair­ 
man of the Adams County Agricul­ 
tural Conservation committee, said 
today. 
The bins, put up on land near the 
Adams Electric Cooperative’s sub­ 
station along the Biglerville road, 
will probably be filled for the first 
time with corn from the mid-western 
states, it was believed today. 
One bin probably will be filled in 
the near future as a test of the 
storage facilities, Walter said. He 
added that the test will be made 
to determine whether corn can be 
placed in one of the bins and permit­ 
ted to remain there until needed, or 
whether the corn will have to be 
moved from one bin to another 
during the time It is stored in order 
to dry out and remain in good con­ 
dition. 
Government-owned Grain 
Ors ins to go into the bins are 
those which have become the prop­ 
erty of the Commodity Credit Cor­ 
poration after government loans on 
the crop have run out Some 60.000 
bushels of Adams county corn were 
on loan and became government 
property June 30. but all of that 
com has been moved out of the 
county either to storage space in 
Baltimore or Philadelphia, or has 
gone into the market and has been 
sold 
Loans now running on barley end 
February 15. but it la not expected 
that any Adams county barley will 
go into the bins The support price 
Is ll 24 for No. I and most farmers 
eau secure that much or more sell­ 
ing on the open market Only 7.360 
bushels of Adama county barley are 
under loan. 4.434 bushels in ware­ 
houses and 2,876 bushels in farm 
storage

At Bendersville Manufactures 
Million Sq. Ft. Of Tile Per Year

corporation, to pave a tile path, 
one foot wide. all tne way from the 
plant to Pittsburgh. This means an

square feet of tile. And only four 
years ago a soggy r arshiand ex­ 
isted at the south end of Benders­ 
ville where this plant now stands. 
The Idea and subsequent planning 
which led to the formation of the 
Keystone Ceramic corporation took 
place in Washington. D. C., in 1945. I 
Here John J. Renner, a ceramic 
engineer, and president of the cor­ 
poration, with the aid of his wife, an , 
Adams countian, spent long hours 
laying the plans for the venture 
that was to be Keystone Ceramic, j 
The venture beearne more than “IT 
vision when on December 17. 1945, 
the 
incorporation 
papers 
were 
signed Construction got under way 
in 1948. 
Mr. Reinter graduated from Alfred 
university and then accepted a fel­ 
lowship in ceramics at the New 
York State College of Ceramics. He 
has worked in this field ever since 
and before organising the Benders­ 
ville plant had obtained several pat­ 
ents in ceramics. 
Other Officers Of Firm 
Vice president of the corporation 
is Arthur Slaybaugh. another Ad­ 
ams countian, and a former fruit 
grower At present. Mr. Stambaugh 
owns and operates a hotel in At­ 
lantic City, leaving much of the 
plant management to others. An­ 
other ceramic engineer is secretary- 
treasurer He is R. L. Oalusha, who 
is also a graduate of Alfred and 
served as Mr. 
Reimer’s 
assistant 
during his fellowship. Mr. Galusha 
serves as plantsuperinendent. 
The plant began 'operating with 
one building 
but 
soon found it 
necessary to expand. In 1947 the 
building was enlarged By fall of 
1948 an added storage warehouse 
and new machinery enabled pro­ 
duction to be doubled and increased 
the number of employes to 50 
A new office was built. With tile 
floor, walls of paneling and knotty 
pine and glass blocks for good light­ 
ing, this new office is attractive and 
easy to work in. 
Modem Equipment 
The plant is modem in every’ re­ 
spect. In use is the newest machin­ 
ery with automatic controls and re­ 
corders, 
safety 
precautions 
and 
even trouble signals. A well planned 
set-up eliminates any back-track­ 
ing or waste motions. A loud speak­ 


ing system has been installed and j 
FM radio provides music for the 
workers. A tribute to the efficiency 
within this plant, and something 
on which Mr Reinter prides him self. 
is the unusual accomplishment of j 
being able to sell the first square 
foot of tile to be manufactured In 
the plant. Usually this is an ex­ 
pensive proposition involving a trial 
and error method in the proper 
mixing and refining of the ingre­ 
dients or “bodies" Keystone Cera­ 
mic was able to dispense with ex­ 
perimenting: the first tiles to be 
made in the 
plant 
were salable 
Since then men representing com­ 
panies in England. Canada. South 
America. Cuba and Australia have 
inspected the plant. 
In the manufacture of tile, get­ 
ting the right ingredients is import­ 
ant. That is why the clay must 
come from Florida and Kentucky, 
although some is bought locally 
from Carlisle Products corporation;

To start the process day is taken 
from the clay storage and is made 
wet in a clay mixer after which it 
hangs in suspension in an agitator. 
A vibrating process takes out any 
i impurities that are present in the 
mixture Excess water is removed 
by a filter press and the balance 
by a dryer. Breakers give uniform 
size to the clay particles. From this

Each year the earth rotates on its

the sections of designed tile are 
made ready for shipment to com­ 
plete the processing.

NPA Ls a non-profit, non-political 
agency here th a t m akes studies of 
national problem s through com m it­ 
tees of business m en and labor and 
farm leaders. 
I t has ju st done a study th a t com ­ 
pares 1929 and 1949 business sound­ 
ness of the country. 
Seine High Spots 
H**ro are Ute high spots: 
' In 1929 private debt ($1619 bil­ 
lion) w as nearly twice w h at th e n a­ 
tio n w as earning th a t year. N a­ 
tional income th en was $67.4 bil­ 
lion. Now private debt is $172.2 bil­ 
lion. only 85 per cen t of the $225 
billion we are earning th is year.

totalled $65 billion. Now brokers' 
loans arc less th a n half a billion. 
In 1929 bank loans were $43 billion, 
half as m uch as w hat we earned 
U iat year, and those loans rep re­ 
sented 78 per cent of the m oney in 
circulation. Now bank loans are $47 
billion, only a fifth of w hat we are 
earning th is year and only 28 per 
cent of the money in circulation. 
Cess D anger of Distress 
In 1929 there were 659 bank fail­ 
ures, and m any m ore followed be­ 
tween 1930 and 1933. Only five banks 
have closed in th e past five years, 
and bank depositors are insured by 
th e governm ent for any losses up 
to $5,000. 
In 1929 the money we had saved, 
cash and bank deposits, totalled $55 
billion, and there were no govern­ 
m ent savings bonds. Now you and I 
are holding down bank deposits of 
$165 billion and hold governm ent 
savings bonds w orth $48 billion. 
In other words. NPA says, if busi­ 
ness fell off now and great num bers 
of people suddenly lost th eir Jobs 
there should be less actual distress 
and hunger th a n in 1929 and 1930. 
NPA HAS PLAN 
More people would still have sav­ 
ings to pay the ren t and the grocery! 
bill. 
B ut NPA th in k s governm ent and 
financial m en have learned since 
1929 th a t it is perhaps better to in ­ 
crease 
the public's buying power 
w hen a depression threatens, th a n It 
is to let prices drop in the h u n t for 
new buyers. 
G overnm ent has one weapon to do 
this, NPA rem inds. It lies in th e 
Federal Reserve system . In the face 
of a continuing slum p in business it 
can tell banks th a t they can reduce 
their reserves Im m ediately the banks 
can use the released money to ex­ 
tend loans and credit and again new 
m oney flows out into business c h a n ­ 
nels.

EXPLAINS HOW 
SOCIAL SECURITY 
MONEY IS USED 


By JAMES MARLOW 
Washington. Ort. 19 AV—Do you 
ever wonder what happens to the 
Social Security tax you pay into the 
old-age pension plan? 
Af you're covered by the pension 
plan, you and your boss each pay 
yearly one per cent of your salary 
up to the first $3,000 
That’s a total of two per cent 
you and your boss pay The gov­ 
ernment now Is collecting yearly 
about $1,800,000,000 that way. 
Out of that, it's paying yearly in 
pensions and other benefits about 
$700,000,000. leaving a yearly reserve 
of around $1,100.000 000 
Has Huge Reserve 
Since 1937. when it first started 
collecting this tax, the Social Se- j 
curity system has built up a reserve 
of around $11,700,000,000 The money 
doesn't lie idle. Congress said it 
should be invested in government 
bonds, which now pay around 2l* 
per cent interest. 
The government has a debt of 
$255,000,000,000 
It 
got 
into that 
debt mainly in the war and depres­ 
sion days. That's when the cost of 
running the government far exceed­ 
ed the money it was able to collect.

extra money to keep going, it bor­ 
rowed money. 
It did the borrowing by selling 
boijds to banks, life insurance com­ 
panies. you and me, and to the So­ 
cial Security Reserve fund. On all 
the bonds it sold, of course, In­ 
cluding bonds sold to the Social 
Security Reserve fund, the govern­ 
ment must pay interest. 
So the government has a double 
job in handling that debt: to pay 
off some of the debt while at the 
same time paying interest on it. 
Double Taxation Charge 
The man and his employer who 
pay a total of two per cent Social 
Security 
tax on the m an’s first 
$3,000 of salary, also pay income 
taxes. And—part of their income is 
used for paying off some of the In­ 
tercast on the debt—including Hie 
interest on the government bonds 
bought 
by 
the 
Social 
Security 
fund. 
Critics of the present system say 
this is double taxation They sug­ 
gest that the old-age pension plan 
be placed on a pay-as-you-go basis, 
which means: 
Instead of collecting enough So- 
sial Security taxes every year $o pay 
our Social Security benefits for that 
and still have enough left over to 
build up a reserve that can be in­ 
vested in government bonds, the 
government should do this: 
Collect yearly from the people in 
old-age jjension coverage enough 


money to pay the old-age pension 
expenses for that 
year 
In other 
words, put it on a year-by-year ex­ 
pense basis. 
The Other Side 
Those in favor of the present sys­ 
tem argue this way: the present 
system is all right. Life insurance 
companies invest some of their re­ 
serve funds in government bonds 
Further, if the government hadn’t 
sold bonds to the Social Security 
system, it would have had to sell 
them anyway to banks or insurance 
companies since it needed money 
to keep running. 
Further, if it had borrowed from 
banks or other private organiza­ 
tions, b.v selling them bonds, the 
government would have had to pay 
interest on them anyway, Just as it’s 
paving interest on the bonds sold to 
the Social Security Reserve fund 
So part of the income tax money 
—-paid by people who also pay the 
Social 
Security 
tax—would have 


had to be used in paying off the In­ 
terest on the bonds no matter who 
had bought those bonds. Therefore, 
friends of the present system say, 
what is happening now cannot truly 
be called double taxation.
